Extinct Volcano of Haleakala, in H a­ 
waiian Islands, Is One of the 
W orld’s Wonders, 


The Hawaiian Islands possess an 
extinct volcano so immense 
that 
a 
large city could be sot down Inside 
the crater. 
It 1s ninety-seven mile# 
around the face of lliileakula. twenty j 
miles around the crater walls, and 
10.000 feet to the top. 
The crest wilt 
ages ago blasted out to a depth of 
3.000 feet, and flung aside In a series 
of eruptions, strewing tile mountain 
with bowlders, lava urn! ash. 
Within the crater thus formed, a 
great cone and a number of smaller 
ones can be seen. 
It Is so far down to 
the floor of the crater that a bowler 
pushed In seem* to 
fall 
In 
empty 
space. 
The crash of Its landing is 
never heard. 
The view from the crater of Mt. 
Haleakala 
ts accounted one of the 
most wonderful In 
the world. 
The 
green fields of the Island and the blue 
Pacific are spread out before the ob­ 
server like a mighty map. 
At 10,000 feet above sea level natur­ 
al phenomena seem strangely differ­ 
ent. The stars look larger and bright­ 
er^ the moon's path Is more clearly 
defined, and its rays give n stronger 
light than they do! at a low altitude. 
At dawn a proce$Jkp of clouds rolls 
swiftly past like a foaming river tor­ 
rent thousands of feet below. 
Then 
the rising sun tints clouds and crater 
with steadily deepening colors until 
it is broad daylight and the clouds 
fade Into m is t 
Standing by the crater of Haleakala 
a t sunrise you perhaps recall the old 


Hawaiian myth which g<»e«» back to 
the beginning of things. 
At that time, 
says the story, I lit* god Maul Imprison­ 
ed the sun In the hollow of the vol­ 
cano aud made him promise to give 
light arni heat to tile Islands. 
From 
tills ancient myth comes the name of 
the volcano, Haleakala, house of the 
sun.
